PLAQUE FUND

New Haven. Dee, 23. Ely Whitney
President of the New Haven General

'Hospital Society, announces a gift ot
S300.000 for the treatment of tubercu-
losis, it is understood that the aim
of the hospital in accepting the gift

i and beginning the treatment will be
, to apply current methods for reliev
ing and curing the disease rather than
to pursue original research work in
seeking new cures.

For the present the name of the do-
nor of the gift will not be made pub-
lic As soon as the weather will al-
low work will be begun on new build-
ings for the treatment of tuberculosis
under the conditions of the gift. Some
of the structures will be placed on
the hospital grounds. In Cedar street,
while others will probably be In the
country at a higher alt tude. Less thai
a month ago It was announced at
Yale that the medical school had re-
ceived a gift of $100,000 to be awarded
to the first person who discovers a
permanent cure for tuberculosis. Pres-de- nt

Whitney of the society says that
there is no connection between the two
gifts.

U. S. AFTER MOTH

IN WALLINGFORD

Entomologist W. EL Brltton of the
State Agricultural Experiment station,
said last night that the warfare
against the Invasion of the gypsy
moth In Wallingford was still being
proceeded with relentlessly. Up to the
present time over 4.200 egg clusters of
the moths have been destroyed, at the
hands of a regular force of three ex-
perts.

The greatest alarm concerning the
invasion has been expressed from
Washington, where there Is a liberal
fund to aid in destroying this much
fen red pest. The state has also a fund
of 110.000 to be drawn upon in connec-
tion with this work. Dexter M. Ro-
ger, of Boston, who has charge of
government work In this section for
the National Bureau of Entomology,
has visited the scene and it is expect-
ed that Dr. L. O. Howard, the chief
of the bureau, will come on here from
Washington and go over the infested
territory with Mr. Britton.

Evtry effort will be made to confine
the pest In the northeastern part of
the United States, where it haa thus
far been held.

It is believed that the WallingfordInvasion was brought from Massachu-
setts in packing boxes and . similar
parcels on freight trains. Thus far it
has not been discovered that the
dreaded Insect has camped far outside
of the limits of Wallingford.
